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THE LATEST figures from royal borough 
police show a dramatic fall in crime over the 
last five years. 

The reduction of 31 per cent is one of the highest 
among the London boroughs placing Greenwich 
in 12th place for the lowest crime rate in the 
capital. 

Statistics covering the period of 2007-08 to 2012- 
13 show an overall fall in incidents, pushing 
Greenwich’s ranking up from the 23rd lowest 
level of crime to the 12th out of the 32 London 
boroughs. 

The details are set to be reviewed by the council 
at a meeting tomorrow as part of a presentation 
by police borough commander Richard Wood. 

The police and the royal borough have been 
working more closely over the last five years 
to tackle serious and violent crime across the 
borough. 

Since 2008 the council has funded VOCU - the 
Violent and Organised Crime Unit - a specialist 
squad which targets serious crime such as robbery 
and drug dealing. 

VOCU’s action against gangs has led to the 
arrest and conviction of more than 350 people. The 
most serious and prolific of these have received a 
total of more than 50 years’ worth of custodial 
sentences between them.

Cinema consultation first 
step in transformation 
of Eltham town centre 


THE transformation of Eltham is getting 
underway with the royal borough 
starting consultation on a major new 
cinema and restaurant complex at the 
heart of the town. 

The council is seeking people’s views 
on developing the site currently occupied 
by Poundland which was bought by the 
council in 2012. 

The cinema scheme has been 
agreed as the best way to encourage 
more people to visit the town in the 
evening by providing another leisure 
option for local residents and visitors. 

It’s all part of an agreed masterplan 
for the town centre designed to build 
on the already busy high street 
environment and to regenerate and grow 
Eltham - making it brighter and more 
attractive for visitors and locals alike. 

A public exhibition on the cinema 
plans is taking place in the foyer of the 
Eltham Centre in Archery Road. It will 
be held on Friday, January 31, from 
3pm to 8pm, and on Saturday, February 
1, from 10am to 2pm. Council staff will 
be on hand to answer questions and 
listen to people’s ideas and suggestions. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: We are very confident 
that a new cinema and restaurant 
complex will make a big difference. It 
will be a great provision for local people 
and we know that cinemas attract people 
and money into town centres, which can 
only be good news for Eltham. These are 


exciting times for Eltham as we start to 
deliver the agreed masterplan for the 
town centre. We’re already proud of what 
is a unique and vibrant town centre and 
we know that by delivering wholescale 
improvements in Eltham it will not only 
benefit the people and businesses of 
Eltham, but the borough as a whole too.” 

There’s more good news for 
Eltham too after the royal borough 
secured significant funding to give 
the High Street a major facelift. 

It secured £341,000 from Transport for 
London (TfL) to put together a proposal 
for improvements to the High Street 
that will take account of what local 
people would like to see. Once agreed, 
the council will apply to TfL for a further 
£4 million plus to carry out the work 
- which could begin as soon as 2015. 

The Council is also planning a full 
scale consultation exercise on the 
wider improvement plans so residents, 
businesses and civic organisations 
can give their views on the proposed 
improvement works, which include:

•improving areas like Passey Place

Keep an eye out at cash machines 


POLICE have joined forces with the 
royal borough and NatWest to improve 
security at new cash machines. 

The royal borough has paid for yellow 
privacy boxes next to the new machines 
outside the NatWest Stratheden Parade, 
Blackheath. 

The new machines swiftly led to reports 
of cards being stuck in the slots and of 
suspicious items being found on and 
around them. 

The Blackheath Westcombe safer 
neighbourhood team have warned people 
to be on the lookout for scams including: 

• Thieves using external devices to 
steal cards. This involves inserting a 
device into the card slot of the machine. 

• ‘Skimming’, by using devices that can 
read the information from the magnetic 
strip on the back of a card, which can be 
copied. 

PC Tom Button, of the area’s safter 
neighbourhood team, said: “Fraud is 
big business for the scammers and the 
fraudsters are becoming more and more 


sophisticated in attempts to take your 
money. 

“Always cover the keypad when entering 
your PIN. By not disclosing your PIN 
number, you will prevent criminals from 
using your card if it is trapped. 

“Be suspicious. Examine the ATM 
carefully for devices. Card or cash 
trapping devices need to be glued or taped 
to the card reader or cash dispenser. Look 
for cheap plastics or obviously raised 
surfaces.” 

He also said never rely on a stranger to 
retrieve a card and ask people to stand 
away when using a cash machine. 

He added: “If you see something odd on 
the machine tell the bank immediately 
and consider calling the police. 

“Above all, trust your instinct. If you 
are at all concerned about the people 
near you, walk away and come back later 
or use a different machine.”

partnership, made up of local 
organisations, has set a number of key 
priorities for the next three years which 
include tackling anti social behaviour 
and hate crime and creating safer public 
space.

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Woolwich dealer 
jailed for 5 years 


Police seize 1 kg of cocaine with 
estimated street value of £44,000 


A DRUG dealer from Woolwich has 
been jailed for nearly five years - and 
police are selling his Audi car to use 
the cash in the fight against crime. 

Thomas Wildish, 31, from Harlinger 
Street, was seen throwing a bag of cocaine 
out of his car before police stopped him in 
Prospect Vale. 

He was driving his Audi at speed when 
officers on patrol spotted him. 

Police searched him and found £700 in 
cash. He claimed that he had just collected 
the money after finishing a plastering job. 

The package he had thrown out of the 
window contained several parcels of white 
powder. 

Wildish was arrested for possession of 
criminal property. Two mobile phones 
were found in his car and seized, together 
with the vehicle, which was not insured. 

Detectives searched his home and found 
more than £1,000 in a wardrobe and several 
plastic wraps containing white powder. 
Wildish was charged with possession of 
Class A drugs with intent to supply and 
acquiring criminal property. 

Appearing at Woolwich Crown Court, he 
pleaded guilty to two counts of possessing 
class A drugs and one of possessing 
criminal property. 

The 1kg of cocaine had an estimated 
street value of £44,000. Police found £34,000 
cash at his home. 

He was jailed for four years and nine 
months. The judge ordered that Wildish’s 
Audi A3 and the cash should be forfeited 
under the Misuse of Drugs Act 1971. 

Det Con Robert Woods, from Plumstead 


CID, said: “I’m pleased with the result 
of our investigation and with the fact 
that we have taken a drug dealer off the 
streets. We have significantly disrupted 
local criminality by seizing a significant 
amount of money and drugs.” 

Det Sgt Mick McElroy, a financial 
investigator from the Met’s Criminal 
Finance team, said: “We have ensured that 
Wildish’s assets have been taken away 
from him. We have made a serious dent 
in his personal finances and we will now 
funnel the proceeds directly into the fight 
against crime.”

Store move creates work for young jobseekers 


A NEW Matalan clothes store 
has opened at North Greenwich, 
providing 35 jobs for local people. 

They include nine under-25s who have 
been working overtime trying to find 
themselves a job. 

The store used to be in Bugsby’s Way, 
Charlton, and the move to the old Comet 
site on the Millenium retail park means 
staff numbers have doubled to 70. Two- 
thirds of them are from the borough. 

Store manager Lynn Woodard said: “We 
recruited locally for the new jobs because 
we had been inundated with CVs when 
we were at Charlton. We kept them all on 
file, and when we needed to recruit for the 
new store we phoned people up and got

them in for interviews. 

“Many of them are under-25 and they 
include students who just work weekends 
and evenings, and part-timers.” 

They include Philip Domingue, 23, from 
Tunnel Avenue on the Peninsula, who 
only started working for the store the day 
before it opened. 

He said: “It’s my first full-time job after 
being a student, and it’s really exciting. 
The store is all shiny and brand new, and 
I’m working with nice people. It took me 
six months to find a job, and it’s a really 
good feeling.” 


Simone Peynado-Clarke had been out of 
work for five years after leaving another 
retail job to have a family. 

She said: “I handed out 30 copies of my 
CV to local retailers, and got just two 
interviews, including the Matalan one 
and they offered me the job. 

“I’m really pleased. It’s so good to be 
working again.” 

The store launch on January 17 saw 250 
people queuing up for the 10am opening. 

Lynn added: “We had balloon arches, 
flowers, a special cake and a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony. 

“We gave out 200 vouchers worth £5 and 
upwards, and shopper Dawn Harmsworth 
from Kidbrooke won a voucher for £200.”

T HIS week is the Big Energy- 
saving Week, and experts are 
on hand locally to help people 
reduce their energy consumption - 
and save money. 

Supported by the council, it’s all 
part of a national campaign by the 
Citizens Advice Bureau, the Energy 
Saving Trust, the government, energy 
suppliers and other voluntary and 
charitable organisations. 

The main aim is help consumers cut 
their fuel bills, make them more aware 
of energy saving measures and get them 
the financial help they are entitled to. 

For example, you could save hundreds 
of pounds a year on your fuel bill by 
simply checking you’re not paying 
more than you have to for your energy. 
Contact your supplier directly to find 
out what incentives they can offer. 
Most suppliers have a range of different 
tariffs that might be better for you 
depending on your circumstances. If 
you have been with your supplier for 
more than two years, it is likely that 
they will have introduced new schemes 
that might help you. 

There could also be cheaper ways to 
pay your bills. Most energy suppliers 
offer a discount if you pay by direct 
debit - it averages £100 per year less if 
you pay by monthly direct debit rather 
than by cash or cheque. You may also 
get discounts for receiving bills online, 
which cuts down on paper and is good 
for the environment. 

Simple measures to reduce your 
energy consumption include adjusting 
the central heating timer or taking 
appliances off standby but you can 
make major savings through energy 
efficient home improvements. For 
example, you can save up to £320 a 
year by insulating your loft and cavity 
walls. More than a third of heat is lost 
through the walls of your home, and a 
quarter through the roof. Some energy 
companies are able to offer free loft and 
cavity wall insulation through various 
schemes to vulnerable residents who 
meet their eligibility criteria and 
residents are encouraged to find out 
how their energy suppliers can help 
make their homes more energy 
efficient. 

If you want to talk to someone 
face-to-face, Greenwich’s Welfare 
Rights Service can help you to 
check that you are not missing 
out on any benefits or tax credits 
that could boost your income. 

This could include winter fuel 
payments for pensioners, Cold 
Weather Payments or Warm 
Home Discounts.

S CORES of residents in the royal 
borough have already benefited 
from the Stay Warm Stay Safe service 
this winter with a range of services and 
financial support. 

Residents in Greenwich who are 
concerned about the effects of the 
colder temperatures, or who think 
neighbours or family members may 
be struggling still have time to call the 
free helpline to discuss their options. 
This year's Stay Warm Stay Safe service 
runs until March 31 and offers a of 
range services including: advice and 
help on fuel bills, a benefits check by 
the council's Welfare Rights Service, 
home visits offering extra support, 
a home fire safety check, advice 
on keeping active and healthy in 
the winter months and a free room 
thermometer and blanket. 

The royal borough is working with 
a range of partner organisations to 
deliver support to residents in the 
colder months as part of Stay Warm 
Stay Safe. To date the service has 
provided over £6,000 of financial 
support to more than 1 00 families who 
otherwise may have found it difficult 
to cope with fuel bills this winter. 

A 52-year-old Eltham woman who 
received £100 towards her gas and 
electricity bill thanks to the Say Warm 
Stay Safe service told GT: "I was really 
grateful because I'm ill at the moment 
and have been in hospital. I spoke to 
someone at the Welfare Rights Service 
and they pointed out the Stay Warm 
Stay Safe service to me. They came 
over and put £50 on the electricity 
meter and another £50 on the gas. It's 
such a big help as I pay full bills. They 
even went to the shop and put the 
money on my card for me as I had just 
come out of hospital."

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bulk buying power. Now, another round 
of the scheme is underway, once again 
backed by the council. 

Energy companies are being invited 
to bid for supplying in bulk, and the 
winning company will be the one that 
offers the cheapest tariff.

will be a man who has written his debut 
novel at the age of 77. 

Don Kenefick had a stroke at the age of 
39, which led to him studying literature 
as a way of aiding his recovery. 

The Eltham resident, born in 
Plumstead and whose novel is called 
Captive Shadow, will be one of several 
authors appearing at different venues as 
the borough supports National Libraries 
Week by showcasing local talent. 

Don wonders whether he is the 
world’s oldest first time author after 
a route to being published that was 
unconventional and convoluted. 

He explained: “My father believed very 
ardently in educational improvement. 

“But his idea of education was that 
it always ought to be factual and he 
believed novels were a waste of time.” 

Don shunned that after his stroke, 
taking an Open University course, 
studying “the things I missed out on all 
those years which involved the arts”. 

He explained: “I was inspired by novels, 
but always slightly disappointed with a 
lot of modern literature as it seemed to 
leave lots of gaps. So I thought I would 
try to fill some of those gaps.” 

In particular, he felt endings were 
cliched. “The feeling of living happily 
ever after is rather delusional,” he 
declares. “Some of the nastiest people in 
my novel prosper and some of the nice 
guys die, so in that way it’s a bit more 
realistic when you think of today.” 

Yet he teasingly adds: “There is an 
element of triumph at the end from an 
unexpected quarter.” 

Captive Shadow charts the similar 
stories of a father and his son, who 
never actually meet, with chapters 
alternating between the time periods of 
the 1930s/1940s era and 2001. 

“They are both looking for female 
companionship and to start a family, 
but both are painfully shy,” says Don. 
“There are an awful lot of things that 
get in the way. So it’s romantic, but not 
overly sentimental.” 

The novel is based in the fictional 
London borough of Plumham - 
combining Plumstead and Eltham 

While he has drawn on his knowledge 
of serving in the RAF, he says he has not

used his own character traits in any of his 
fictional creations. 

He would consider that “vain and self- 
centred”, preferring to look out at others 
rather than having others looking at him. 

Not complying to the happy ever after 
ending, he feels, contributed to publishers 
not initially being interested in his work. 

“I started about 15 years ago,” he said. 
“What I found was that getting started as 
a brand new author was one of the most 
difficult things in the world.” 

Self-publishing was not an option, as he 
does not have internet access. Manuscripts 
sitting in a publisher’s in-tray for months is 
a familiar tale for prospective authors. 

While waiting, Don tried to write scripts 
for TV, a career path which he describes as 
a “closed shop”. 

Eventually his work was published last 
October and, he says the key to publishing 
a planned second is gaining feedback, 
which is what he is keen to seek at next 
week’s festival. 

“I need feedback from those who have 
read it, so meeting people at a gathering 
like this I will be able to listen to what 
people say about it. 

“I’ve been told it is outstandingly 
descriptive. However, friends who have 
read it are likely to put a positive aspect on 
what they say.”

achievement Starting Blocks 
has made is fantastic. 

“Because of our Olympic 
athletes there has been a huge 
groundswell of young children 
who see this as an achievable 
target,” he added. 

Many of those are now 
supported by Starting Blocks, 
for which Jim has been a 
trustee since it began in 2006. 

Through the charity, dozens 
of youngsters can gain 
grants up to £1,200 to help 
with equipment, travel and 
competitions which can take 
them all over the world. 

They include Gibbons, fellow 
London Olympian Zoe Smith 
(weightlifting), athlete David 
Bolarinwa, fencers JJ Webb 
and Harry Peck and sisters 
such as Natasha (swimming) 
and Sabrina Sinha (athletics).

Jim runs at least five times 
a week, his favoured route 
around Oxleas Wood.

STARTING Blocks trustee Jim Martin 
underlined the enjoyment of running 
the London Marathon - describing his 
joy at heating top athletes. 

Jim will be running the event on Sunday 
April 13 in aid of the charity which supports 
about 50 up and coming athletes. 

It will be his 19th London Marathon and 
his preparation gets going in earnest as 
the deadline approaches for young athletes 
to apply for this year’s round of Starting 
Blocks funding. 

“I’ve raced against 
Haile Gebrselassie 
three times,” he said 
of the great Ethiopian 
athlete. “I started 
on it on an equal 
standing. He’s run it 
three times and it’s 
2-1 to him because he 
pulled up hurt one 
year, so I beat him. 

“And of course, 
last year Mo Farah 
pulled up after 13 
miles, so I’ve beaten 
him,” he added of the 
double Olympic gold 
medallist, over 5,000 
and 10,000 metres, 
who is now turning his

attention to the marathon distance of 26.2 
miles. 

Jim, 58, was inspired to run the event after 
watching it - and, having been supportive of 
the London Olympics - hopes to raise money 
to help others who are inspired to be the best 
they can be in sport. 

“I’ve always lived in the borough and I was 
a spectator long before I was a participant,” 
he said, describing how when he first started 
watching his home in Charlton was very 
close to the two and six mile points. 

“When you are a spectator you get caught 
up in it. It’s something you get inspired by,” 
Jim added. 

“I was very supportive of 
the Olympics. 

“I was a Games Maker 
at the Dome and saw it as 
a very big deal and to get 
people’s heads out of the 
mire and look to the horizon 
to see there is a great thing. 

“Starting Blocks is a huge 
opportunity to fund young 
people who had aspirations 
to achieve success. 

“We were obviously 
delighted a Starting Blocks 
athlete [Gemma Gibbons, 
judo], won a silver medal. 

“In terms of achievement, 
it’s like putting a man on 
the moon. The level of 
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
